The JMCI team will comprise of 
the Chairman of the Commission- Justice M.K.Mukherjee and the 
Secretary of the Commission - Shri P.K.Sengupta. 

3. The concerned Missions in Singapore, Hanoi, Bangkok and Kuala 
Lumpur have already been informed of the proposed visit and have been 
requested to make necessary logistic arrangements like accommodation, 
transport etc. The India-Taipei Association (ITA) has also been separately 
requested to do the needful for the Taiwan leg of the team’s tour. 



4. MHA have confirmed that the expenditure on the visit will be borne 
by the JMCI itself, out of its sanctioned budget. Note on page 17, 18 ante 
in the linked file (no. 25/4/NGO-XI) (placed below) may please be 
referred to wherein JS (EA) had conveyed no objection from political 
angle to the visit of the team to Taiwan. 


5. JS (CNV) /JS (EA) may please apprise approval for conveying 
Ministry’s formal clearance for the proposed visit of the JMCI team to 
Taiwan and other South East Asian countries as detailed above.

Subject : DNA testing of the alleged ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept 
in the Renkoji Temple in Japan. 


Reference letter dated 14.12.2004 (FR) received from our Mission in Tokyo 
regarding DNA testing of the alleged ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in 

the Renkoji Temple in Japan. 


2. The Mission initially conveyed that Rev Mochizuki, the Head Priest of the 
Renkoji Temple, during his meeting with the Ambassador in April 2004, had 
agreed to hand over the casket containing the ashes, if he could retain a portion 
of the remains in the Temple . The Justice Mukerjee Commission of Inquiry 
(JMCI) was informed of this, who in turn, conveyed its ‘no objection’ to the Head 
Priest’s request. 

3. JMCI meanwhile sought to know whether any formal request was made in 
this regard to the Head Priest of the Temple and, if so, the result of that request. 

The JMCI had also forwarded a copy of a letter from the Centre for Cellular & 
Molecular Biology (CCMB), Hyderabad, wherein the ‘feasibility or otherwise ’ of 
the DNA testing of the alleged ashes was discussed. The JMCI wished to know 
whether the Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple would agree to the request to allow 
a competent person to be deputed by the Commission to ‘sort out the potentially 
less charred pieces of bones’ from the casket containing the alleged ashes. 

4. The Mission contacted Rev Mochizuki in this regard. In a volte-face on his 
earlier stand, Rev Mochizuki responded that:- 


• The proposal made by him during his discussions with Ambassador in April 
2004, was his personal opinion and was done without careful thought; 

• He will consult all concerned, including members of the Renkoji Temple and 
former associates of Netaji, after he receives a formal proposal on the issue, 
possibly through a letter written by the Ambassador to the Reverend Priest 
with a copy endorsed to the Japanese Foreign Ministry. 

• The Indian expert can visit the temple to select the pieces from the mortal 
remains, once the formal proposal is received and accepted by the Temple 
members/ associates of Netaji. 

• Sufficient notice would be required to ensure adequate preparations for 
performing religious ceremonies while opening the casket. 

5. In view of the above we may request our Mission in Tokyo to proceed with 
making a formal proposal to Rev Mochizuki, Head Priest of the Renkoji 
Temple, to allow a competent person from the Centre for Cellular & Molecular

A copy of this E-mail has also be endorsed to 
JS(EA). This is in response to our letter dated 30 December 2004 (F/ “X”), 
wherein we had informed our Mission in Tokyo to proceed with making a formal 
proposal to Rev Mochizuki, Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple, to allow a 
competent person from India to select pieces from the mortal remains kept in the 
Temple. 





2. The Mission has appended a draft letter for vetting bv Ministry, which it 

proposes to send to the Head Priest in this connection (F/”Y”1. The letter 

addressed the Head Priest is a formal reanest “seeking his convenience to 

receive a competent person to be deputed from India to sort gut some 

pieces from the mortal remains for undertaking the DNA examination 

Mission’s draft letter, at the outset, outlines by way of background, the initial 
stand that was conveyed by Rev Mochizuki during his meeting with the 
Ambassador in April 2004, wherein he had agreed to hand over the casket 
containing the ashes.

2. The news item, referred to in the question, contains references to 'The 
JMCI team not having been permitted to travel to Russia to study the Russian archival 
records'. 

3. The factual position with regard to the proposed visit of the JMCI team 
to Russia originally scheduled for September 2004 and which was eventually 
cancelled by the JMCI, is as under 


• In June 2004, a formal proposal was received from the JMCI to 
schedule a possible visit to Russia to examine select witnesses and 
access records/ documents in the archives of the Russian Federation. 
After consultation between our Mission in Moscow and the Institute 
of Oriental Studies (IOS) in Moscow, it was suggested in July 2004 
that the JMCI team could visit Russian any time during the period: 
20 September 2004 to October 2004. 

• The provisional programme of the JMCI team to schedule the visit in 
September 2004, was immediately conveyed to our Mission in 
Moscow, which initiated action for making requisite arrangements 
and to contact witnesses listed by JMCI. 

• Among the listed witnesses, Professor Y.V.Pechenko of the 
University of St. Petersburg and Academician Bondarovsky had 
already expired. After vigorous follow-up, the Russian Institute of 
Oriental Studies (IOS), Moscow arranged a meeting for the JMCI 
team at the Institute on September 22, 2004 with a group of 
Russian scholars. A meeting with Prof. Y.V.Vassilkov of IOS in 
St.Petersburg was also scheduled on September 23, 2004. The Indian 
Mission in Moscow was awaiting confirmation from the Russian 
Foreign Office with regard to its request to allow JMCI to access 
available documents on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, if any, in the 
Archives in Russia. JMCI was kept informed of these developments 
periodically.

• MEA meanwhile was informed by the JMCI on 16 September 2004 
that "it was constrained to cancel its proposed plan to visit the 

Russian Federation due to its inability to schedule and undertake a visit 
during the ongoing bitter Russian winter, which was unlikely to be over 
before the end of its own term viz. May 2005". 

• The Russian Foreign Office subsequently informed the Mission on 
September 14, 2004 and October 6, 2004 that the information sought 
on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose was not found in the Central 
Archives of the Federation Security Service of Russia. This was 
conveyed to the JMCI. 



It is proposed that we inform MHA of the above facts as per DFA, to

2 The questions relate to the visit of the JMCI to Taiwan in January 2005. 
Ministry facilitates information gathering from abroad for the JMCI and helps 
coordinate and make arrangements for its visits and hearings abroad. No doubt, the 
matter of what the Taiwanese authorities told the Hon'ble Commission will be 
reflected in its final report. It would be premature for Ministry to comment on the 
same. 

3 According to ITA's report on the visit, the Taiwanese authorities told the 
JMCI that they did not have records of any plane crash in August 1945. In reply to 
the Chairman's query regarding a crash in September 1945, they told him that 
though they did not have records of that crash either but they were able to find out 
from a newspaper (Taiwan Shin Bao) that a plane carrying US POWs from 
Philippines crashed into a mountain in Taitung. 

4 Assistant Librarian, MEA Library, has informed that Pakistan Cricket 
Board Chief Shaharyar Khan's book is to be released on 7 March 2005. Pre-release 
previews have appeared in the press - f/ A. The author quotes Brig. Habib Rehman 
as having witnessed the alleged plane crash in Taiwan and having seen the charred 
body of Netaji. 

5 With regard to taking up the matter with Taiwanese authorities, the JMCI 
had requested that MEA ask IT A to obtain some additional information promised to 
the team during its visit. This has been done. 



6 Thus, in view of the fact that the issues are still under consideration of 
the Hon'ble Commission, the question should be disallowed as discussion on it 
would be prejudicial to the functioning of the JMCI. 

7 If approved, JS (EA) may kindly send attached note to Lok Sabha 
Secretariat.

While the visit to Taiwan eventually 
took place in January 2005, the proposed visits to the Russian Federation 
and Vietnam, which were scheduled earlier, did not materialise. A detailed 
note, outlining the efforts made by the the Ministry of External Affairs and 
the concerned Indian Missions in Moscow and Hanoi/ Ho Chi Minh City in 
this regard is enclosed At Vx.

Reference letter dated May 20, 2005 (FR) received from 
Secretary, Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) on the above 
subject. This is in response to our letter dated 25 April 2005 (F/ “X”) 
wherein we had forwarded a copy of the response (F/ “Y”) received from 
Reverend Mochizuki, the head Priest of the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo 
following a formal request made in this connection by our Mission in 
Tokyo. 


2. The Mission, it may be recalled, had formally written to 

Reverend Mochizuki seeking his “convenience to receive a 
competent person (to be deputed from India) to sort out some pieces 
from the mortal remains, for undertaking the DNA examination”. 



3. The Head Priest in his reply had agreed to the proposed DNA 
testing of the remains, but sought sufficient notice of the arrival of the 
expert/s from India and also requested for recognition of his father and 
for himself in case of positive confirmation of the DNA testing. However. 
the JMCI in its communication under reference has indicated that the 

Head Priest’s “reply does not answer, much less approve, the formal 

proposal forwarded to him at the instance of JMCI”. 

4. It is not clear as to how the JMCI has interpreted the Head 
Priest’s response as not being an approval of the proposal. The English 
translation of the Head Priest’s reply dated 25.8.2005 (F/ “Y”- a copy of 
which was sent to JMCI) explicitly indicates that he agrees with the 
proposal, subject to the two conditions viz:- 


(a) Sufficient notice of the arrival of the expert/ s from India 
and 

(b) Giving due recognition to his father and himself in case of 
positive identification 


5. We may reiterate this position to the JMCI. Alternatively in 

view of the sensitive nature of the matter, we may in the first instance, 
recheck the position from our Mission in Tokycrxwhile conveying JMCI’s 
interpretation of the Head Priest’s reply /and request for a clear 
confirmation that the Head Priest agrees with the\p r °P° sa l t° receive a 
an expert from India to sort out some pieces from the mortal remains for 
undertaking the DNA examination.

Reference notings on the previous page regarding the proposal 
to conduct DNA tests on the alleged mortal remains of Netaii 

Subhas Chandra Bose, kept in the Renkoii Temple in Japan. 

2. As US (NGO) has brought out in his note, the letter from 
Secretary, Justice Mukherji Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) states that 
the reply received from the Head Priest of the Temple "does not 
answer, much less approve, the formal proposal (regarding extraction 
of some pieces from the mortal remains for undertaking the DNA 
examination) forwarded to him at the instance of JMCI”. 

3. The interpretation given by the JMCI does not tally with our 
understanding that the Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple has given his 
consent to DNA testing of the remains. However, since there is an 
obvious discrepancy in the understanding of the issue by the JMCI and 
us, I discussed the matter with the DCM, Embassy of India, Tokyo and 
sought a clarification. I also requested him to send a revised translation 
of the operative portions of the letter received from the Head Priest 
since the translation received earlier (Flag ‘Y’) did not appear to be 
very accurate. A copy of message from DCM, Shri S.K. Mandal is 
enclosed (Flag ‘Z’) 

4. The revised translation sent by the Mission makes it clear that in 
his letter, the Head Priest had given his consent to DNA testing of the 
mortal remains. I will draw attention in particular to the following 
extracts from the translation of the letter: 

“When the then Ambassador Seth proposed DNA test, I was in 
great dilemma. When my father was alive, he said that it should 
be returned to India. I decided to cooperate because if I accepted 
the DNA test proposal, I thought that remains could be returned 
to India and my father’s wishes could be fulfilled. Last year, 
during meeting with H.E. Ambassador Tripathi, I consented. 

Of course, I hope that examination of remains will be carried out 
with respect and dignity and I feel that ceremonial prayers should 
be offered at the time remains are pulled out for DNA test... 

When I met HE Mr. Tripathi on April 9, 2004, His Excellency 
asked me whether I had any request. I expressed my hope that 
we could retain part of remains. After considering the matter 
further, I want to make a new request. I wish that the names of 
my father and myself be engraved on a statue of HE Mr. Chandra 
Bose in India, given that we have been guarding remains for the 
past 60 years. If I were allowed to retain part of remains, I shall 
continue to offer prayers.” 

5. The above extracts would seem to confirm that the Head Priest 
had given his consent to DNA testing. As DCM has mentioned, an e- 
mail dated February 24, 2005 received from the Japanese Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, also confirms that the Chief Priest had indeed

consented to DNA testing of the remains. The operative portion of the 
e-mail from Japanese Foreign Office reads as follows: 

”As I informed you over the phone, Mr.Mochizuki, Priest of 
Renkoji Temple, in principle, accepted your request for the DNA 
examination of remains of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose by 
Indian experts. At the same time, we would like you to note that 
Mr. Mochizuki and his father have kept and payed highest 
respects to the mortal remains of Netaji very carefully over 50 
years, and wishes them kept in peace. Thus, we would like to 
request you that the DNA examination be done with highest care, 
and it would be appreciated if you could inform me about when 
and how the test is going to be done.” 

6. Our Mission further checked on the telephone earlier today with 
the Priest whether he agreed to open the urn to take away some part of 
the remains for sending them to India for DNA testing. The Priest 
confirmed what he had stated in his letter. He reiterated that a prayer 
should be offered at the time of the opening of the urn. 

7. It is clear from the foregoing that the Head Priest of the 
Renkoji Temple has agreed to the opening of the urn to take away 
some parts of the remains for DNA testing. 

8. This position may be reiterated to the JMCI. We may also 
share with them the revised translation of the letter from the Head 
Priest as also the e-mail message received from the Japanese 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs.

Ms. B. Bhamati, Joint Secretary (Security), MHA who is in charge of the 
report of the JMCI has conveyed vide D.0. No. 12014/1/2006-NCB.II of 30 March 2006 
that the report submitted by the Commission has mentioned the MEA in two areas. Ms. 
Bhamati has requested for MEA’s response in these issues for inclusion in the Cabinet 
Note being prepared on the report. The items where MEA has been mentioned are that: 

i. The Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo did not show approval to 
the proposal for DNA testing of the alleged remains of Netaji kept by the 
temple, and 

ii. MEA did not respond to the Commission’s request to engage some P.G. 
scholars or students of Law, Historical Research, Political Science etc. to 
do archival research in various American repositories of relevant historical 
documents on Netaji.

2. In the matter of the Renkoji temple, there was a minor difference in 
interpretation between MEA and the JMCI on this. MEA took the letter of the Head 
Priest dated 25'-'3-2005 which was in direct response to an official request made by our 
Mission in Tokyo, as his acquiescence to do the DNA test; the JMCI to whom the above 
was forwarded vide our letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.XIV of 25-4-2005, have insisted that 
there is no clear indication in the letter of the Head Priest’s willingness. JMCI have 
concentrated on not receiving a reply to the question of whether or not the Head Priest 
would be willing to allow a specialist to look at the remains and remove only portions 
which may be useful for DNA testing. It is not clear why the JMCI have insisted on this 
aspect. 

3. On the question of engaging P.G. scholars or other students to do archival 
research in the USA, Ministry had conveyed the request to our Mission in Washington. 
However, till the writing of the JMCI’s report, Mission had not encountered any success. 
Shri Subrata Bose, MP a nephew of Netaji and a deponent before the Commission had 
told the undersigned that a research student had been found in Chicago willing to carry 
out the research. However, details of the student were not received from the Commission 
for informing our Mission in Washington. Ministry has obtained, through our Missions, 
any information available in archives of various countries, including the USA, and 
forwarded them to the Commission. It is, therefore, not a refusal but the lack of the 
typical kind of people required to do the research because of which no reply was made to 
the JMCI on this aspect. 

5. It is proposed, therefore, that we reply to JS (Security) stating that 
according to our understanding, the Head Priest of Renkoji Temple has agreed to the 
DNA testing of the alleged remains of Netaji kept in his temple in Tokyo, with the ony 
conditions being that his father and his names be recognized wherever the remains are 
finally interred and that if possible, he be allowed to retain any part of the remains so that 
he can continue to pray for the soul of Netaji; and that our Mission in Washington DC 
had not found the researchers as requested by the JMCI till the time of the Commission 
writing its report.

2 I have been directed to state that in the matter of the Head Priest of 

the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo and the issue of appointing research scholars in the 
USA to do archival research of American repositories for relevant historical 
documents on Netaji that:

Regarding the DNA test of the ashes lying in the Renkoji Temple of Tokyo, the 
Commission has stated that MEA by letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.XIV dated 25-4-2005 
addressed to the Commission intimated that the Head Priest of the temple had agreed to 
cooperate with the Commission in the DNA test of the ashes and a letter from the Head 
Priest was also enclosed. However, the reply of the Head priest did not show any 
approval to the proposal. Thereafter, JMCI wrote two letters to MEA - one on 20-5-2005 
and the other on 4-7-2005 - with a request to persuade the Temple authorities to accord 
their consent in this regard. But no reply was received. 

It has also been mentioned that the Commission had requested MEA on 28-6- 
2004 to engage some P.G. scholars or students of Law, Historical Research. Political 
Science etc. to do archival research at various American repositories of relevant 
historical documents on Netaji. But no response was received by the Commission in 
spite of reminders dated 6-7-2004 and 2-9-2004,

Please forgive me for responding late to your letter received earlier. 
I wish to express my view as follows^ 

On December 9, 2001, PM Vajpayee visited the Renkoji Temple. 
He visited the temple twice including the occasion when he was the 
Foreign Minister to pay homage to the remains of H.E. Mr. Subas 
Chandra Bose, the leader of India’s independence movement, which 
had been kept at the temple. After the Prime Minister’s visit, I 
heard that investigation on the remains would be conducted again. 

A delegation led by Mr. Mukerji visited the Renkoji Temple on 
September 17, 2002. On that occasion, the persons concerned 
including myself and Messrs. Masao Hayashi and Shigemoto 
Okuda of the Chandra Bose Academy gathered. They offered 
thorough explanations about the circumstances surrounding the 
death of H.E. Mr. Chandra Bose. I have no doubts about the 
authenticity of the factual explanations offered by individuals 
directly related to the temple. The possibility of conducting a DNA 
test was not discussed at that time. 

In October, Messrs. Rajasekhar and Armstrong visited the temple. 
They said they would open the casket for investigation as directed 
by Mr. Mukherji. I opened it as I thought I should cooperate with 
them. They took pictures of the scene. I requested them to give me 
a proof showing that I did not open the casket by myself but only 
when I was so asked. Both officers, Messrs Rajasekhar and 
Armstrong put in the casket a piece of paper on which they wrote 
about it. After that I heard that pictures taken at that time had 
appeared in a local newspaper in India. I was astonished and 
shocked. 

Colonel H. Raman, Mrs. Sahay, Mr. Iyer and officials of the 
concerned Japanese authorities concerned brought the remains 
with the request we kept them. (Please refer to an attached copy of 
a paper about the details of the handover of the remains in 1945) 
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At that time, after the defeat in the war, Japan was under 
occupation of the US and the UK. In the midst of severity of 
circumstances surrounding the Japanese society, my father agreed 
to safeguard the remains under his care in the conviction that there 
is no border for remains. He was requested by official of the Indian 
Representative Office to remain silent concerning this matter for 
some time. Therefore I believe without doubt that these are the 
remains of H.E. Mr. Chandra Bose. At that time, the then Indian 
Representative Office and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of Japan 
had requested my father to keep the remains and give considerable 
care to them because they were the remains of a very important 
person of India. Therefore, my father always had given 
conscientious care to the remains of the Indian dignitary in a bid to 
avoid any accident. Someone told my father to give up the 
remains. I heard that my father took the remains in his bed 
during that night. He made such arrangements more than once. 

When Mr. A. Seth was the Ambassador, I was told that a DNA test 
could be conducted and I had agonized over it so much. When he 
was still alive, my father used to say that the remains must be 
returned to India. I decided to extend my cooperation in the hope 
that if I agree to conduct the DNA test, it would pave the way for 
the return of the remains to India, as my father wished for it. In a 
meeting with the Ambassador, H.E. Mr. Tripathi, last year, I told 
him that I consent to the proposal. 

Needless to say, I hope that the remains must be treated with 
respect and dignity when a research is conducted. I think we 
should offer prayers showing due respect when the remains are 
pulled out for the DNA test. 

As to giving explanations to the followers of the Renkoji Temple, 
that task maybe left to me. As for the Chandra Bose Academy, 
however, I am in no position to answer for them. 

When I met H.E. Mr. Tripathi at the Embassy on April 9, 2004, he 
asked me whether I had any request to make of him. I requested 
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him to make some arrangement to allow me to bury some of the 
remains here. After considering further on the matter, I wish to 
make a new request. I hope that the names of my father and 
myself would be engraved below a statue of H.E. Mr. Chandra Bose 
in India as we have been entrusted for safeguarding the remains for 
a period of 60 years. If I were allowed to bury some of the remains, I 
shall continue to pray for the repose of souls of Mr. Bose. 

This is my response to Secretary Srinivas.

Regarding the remains of Mr. Netaji Subas Chandra Bose 




Kyoei Mochizuki 

Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple 
2-130, Koenji, Suginami-ku Tokyo. 

Rev. Kakigawa, a priest with a special duty of the Horinouchi 
Myohoji temple, visited the Renkoji temple at 8 o’clock in the 
morning of 18 September 1945. He came for a secret consultation 
about the funeral for Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose, the Supreme 
Commander of the Indian National Army who was killed in an air 
crash at the airport in Taipei on August 18 of the same year. Rev. 
Kakigawa said that Rev. Nisho Hori, the chief priest of the Myohoji 
temple, was requested to perform the funeral but that he declined 
the offer because he felt not upto it due to his old age! other temples 
had also refused to accede to the request, citing various reasons! 
and he was told by others that the Chief Priest of the Renkoji 
temple could accommodate the request. Upon hearing the request, I 
agreed to it promptly as I believed there was no border for souls and 
it is a vocation for a Buddhist priest to pray for the repose of souls 
of the dead. Consequently, about 100 people gathered at 8 o’clock in 
the evening of September 18. Among those who were present 
were: Mr. M. Rama Murthy, an Indian who lived in Tokyo, Mrs. 
Sahay, Mr. Iyer, Mr. Kimura, 50 or 60 bodyguards of Mr. Bose, a 
Japanese man in plain clothes who appeared to be an officer 
attached to the General Staff, Indians and Japanese. I receive the 
remains from the officer attached to the General Staff and Mr. 
Murthy, placed them at the center of the Buddhist altar, and held 
the ceremony with 6 other Buddhist priests. After the end of the 
ceremony, Mr. Murthy requested me to keep the remains. I did not 
create any document acknowledging the acceptance to safeguard 
the remains because I thought it was a temporary arrangement. As 
things turned out, I continued to keep the remains secretly. Since 
then, several Indians used to make secret visits to the temple to 
pray for the repose of Mr. Bose’s soul every month on 18th, the day 
when he passed away. However, it had become clear that the 
Indians residing in Japan who belonged to the Indian National 
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Army would be repatriated to India on November 19 as war 
criminals prosecuted by the UK. I heard that they had taken 
important posts of the Indian Army following round the clock 
discussions at the court martial. Taking into consideration the 
circumstances surrounding the Japanese society at that time and 
Japan’s relations with the occupation force, it is natural that the 
Indians concerned were extremely cautious about the safeguard of 
the remains. I made up my mind to risk my life for the task of 
keeping the remains because it was not easy to safeguard such 
remains for a long time. Few people visited the temple after the 
Indians concerned left Japan for their country. Based on my 
religious belief, I have been devoting myself to the safeguard of the 
remains and to offer Buddhist services for the repose of the soul of 
Mr. Bose in a bid to meet expectations of the Indians concerned who 
told me, at the time of their departure for home, that they had 
absolute confidence in me. 

Around the time when the San Francisco Peace Conference was 
held in 1950, some newspapers had begun reporting stories about 
Mr. Bose. Accompanied by the Director of the Protocol Division, the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Mr. Chetor, of the Representative 
Office of India in Japan, visited the temple on May 21, 1950. Mr. 
Iyer, then the Bombay Information attache, came in May and June 
of the same year for investigation. He returned home after 
completing his fact finding mission. On May 28 th of the same year, 
Mr. Tamura, the Director of Protocol Division of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, and Mr. Toravelu, the First Secretary of Indian 
Embassy, came suddenly for extending an invitation to me and took 
me to a dinner hosted by CDA Chetor of India. However, Mr. 
Chetor was not able to attend the dinner due to an official 
engagement. Mr. Tamura said “You have done a good deed for 
Japan. However, your deed could have serious effects on the 
relations between Japan and India. It depends on your future 
deeds.” First Secretary Toravelu showed highest respect and deep 
appreciation to me for my dedication for the safeguard of the 
remains of Mr. Bose at the risk of my life.

Prior to Mr. Iyer’s return to home in July of the same year, 
Ambassador Chetor visited the temple again. Shortly after that, Mr. 
Rawal was posted to Japan as the Ambassador and visited the 
temple thrice. In each time of the visits, he expressed his 
gratitude to me and asked me to continue looking after the remains. 
At the end of February 1953 at the invitation of the Indian 
Embassy I visited the Embassy for a meeting with Ambassador 
Rawal. On that occasion, I expressed my view and offered detailed 
explanation of the development of the case about the remains of Mr 
Bose from the beginning as was required under the Indian 
embassy’s documents. The Embassy made a record of all the 
discussions at the meeting. On that occasion, the Ambassador said 
“I head that some are trying to make use of the remains of Mr. Bose 
for the benefit of their own, which disturbs me. It stands to reason 
that you hold Buddhist services for the repose of his soul. Under 
the policy, we turn down all proposals from anyone who is trying to 
make use of the matter for his own profit. I would like to advise 
you not to get involved in any dirty conspiracy from outside.” 

As there were various complicated problems around the issue about 
keeping the remains, I asked him how I should deal with the 
remains of Mr. Bose. Then, on January 12, 1954, on behalf of the 
Indian Ambassador, a person visited to me secretly. He showed me 
a reply letter from PM Nehru and read the words by himself. He 
told me that in the names of the President of India and PM Nehru, 
they expressed the highest gratitude to me for my effort to hold the 
funeral for Mr. Bose and keep his remains. As for a matter of 
handling the remains, I was told and asked to say prayers for the 
repose of Mr. Bose’s soul and keep the remains for the time being as 
they could entrust it to nobody in Japan for safeguarding except me, 
attaching faith in my sincerity. I was asked to tell nothing about 
the matter to newspaper reporters and others. The above 
mentioned letter contained a word as to material assistance to me. I 
had not requested for any assistance. As I only felt the necessity of 
setting up a shrine which is appropriate for placing the remains of 
Mr. Bose in it, I told him so. Then, the person acting as 
Ambassador’s proxy promised me to convey it to PM Nehru. 
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On August 18, 1955, First Secretary Dau of the Indian Embassy 
visited the temple. After placing a flower wreath from the 
Ambassador, we held a Buddhist memorial service in 
commemoration of the 10 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Chandra 
Bose. Mr. Bose had passed away on August 18. On September 18 
of the same year, a memorial service sponsored by myself and all 
the supporters of my temple was held to commemorate the 10 th 
anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose. About 200 people attended 
the service including the Foreign Minister (Aoi Shigemitsu), the 
Indo-Japan Association, the Asian Association and ex-Japanese 
military men, together with journalists and citizens. It was a 
successful service. The Indian Government sent a telegram saying, 
“On the occasion of the 10 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose, 
we wish to pray for the repose of his soul and think about his 
greatness. We wish to express a profound gratitude to Rev. 
Mochizuki, the Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, for his favor.” 

On May 30, 1956 at the Indian Embassy, I had a meeting with 
Messrs Nawazukan (Railway Councilor) Suresh 1 Bose (elder blood 
brother of Chandra Bose) and Maitra Nawazukan 2 (Commissioner) 
of a delegation led by Mr. Nawazukan, which was dispatched by the 
Indian government to investigate the cause of the death of Chandra 
Bose. Consequently, the above mentioned three voiced their 
conviction that that remains kept at the Renkoji Temple must be 
the remains of Mr. Bose. I accompanied them to the Renkoji 
Temple immediately. They saw the remains. Upon seeing the 
remains, Mr. Suresh Bose, an elder blood brother, was not able to 
stand there. He just broke down and cried. He held my hands 
and expressed his gratitude to me many times. 

On June 4 of the same year, a reception sponsored by the Ministry 
Foreign Affairs was held for the delegation at the Industrial Club of 
Japan in Marunouchi. On that occasion, a film depicting a brave

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figure of Mr. Bose before his death was shown. It was kept by the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs and given to the delegation. At the 
reception, Mr. Suresh Bose shook hands with me five times again. 
In each time, he held my shoulders. Tears of gratitude were 
streaming down his face. 

On October 12 of the same year, a paper about a “matter with 
regard to a report by an investigation committee on the cause of the 
death of Chandra Bose” came. It was addressed to me from the 
Director, the 4 th Division, the Asian Bureau, the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. According to the paper, on September 11 at Indian 
Parliament, PM Nehru delivered a speech on the report by the 
mission investigating into the cause of the death of Mr. Chandra 
Bose; acknowledged that the remains kept at the Renkoji Temple 
are those of Mr. Chandra Bose! and recognized the necessity for 
erection of a monument in his memory at an appropriate place by 
bringing back the remains to India in the future. He said, “I (PM 
Nehru) express my deep gratitude to the chief priest of the Renkoji 
Temple, who has been dedicated to safeguarding the remains with 
great respect for a long period of time. 

I heard that the Indian Government did not immediately fulfill a 
plan to return the remains to the country because, Mr Suresh 3 
Bose, an elder brother of Mr Chandra Bose, after the return of the 
delegation refused to acknowledge the death of Mr Bose due to 
influence of his close relations. And, especially as 80 million people 
in the Bengal State still believe blindly that Mr. Bose is alive, the 
Indian Government is reported to take into consideration its impact 
on the matter. 

In accordance with Buddhist rite, the 13 th anniversary of the death 
of Mr. Bose was to be observed. As such, on June 25 I visited the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the Indian Embassy for making a 
three-point proposal in writing. I wish to hold a memorial service 
to commemorate the 13 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose on 
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coming August 18, the date of his death. I hope that PM Nehru 
will visit the Renkoji Temple to pay his respect at the remains when 
he visits Japan. I asked about the Indian government’s intention of 
dealing with the remains. I had advanced the same suggestions in 
writing to PM Nehru. The Indian Government and the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs replied quite positively and sincerely, promising to 
provide a variety of assistance to me. The Indian Embassy and the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs have given me concrete instruction as to 
the matter of sending invitation cards. The Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs informed me that PM Nehru will visit the temple as a part 
of an official program during his visit to Japan in this autumn. 
The Director of the Information Bureau of the Indian Embassy has 
given us a part of a report compiled by the Indian Government 
(with 6 to 7 photographs of the Renkoji Temple and myself) based 
on the report by the Indian Government’s investigation mission. 

The Buddhist memorial service in commemoration of the 13 th 
anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose scheduled for this summer is 
an important function. I wish to hold it with solemnity with 
support and cooperation to be given by the authorities concerned 
and good wishers at a time when an official investigation by the 
Indian government was complete.

He 
visited the temple twice including the occasion when he was the Foreign 
Minister to pay homage to the remains of H.E. Mr. Subas Chandra Bose, 
the leader of India’s independence movement, which had been kept at 
the temple. After the Prime Minister’s visit, I heard that investigation 
on the remains would be conducted again. 

A delegation led by Mr. Mukerji visited the Renkoji Temple on 
September 17, 2002. On that occasion, the persons concerned 
including myself and Messrs. Masao Hayashi and Shigemoto Okuda of 
the Chandra Bose Academy gathered. They offered thorough 
explanations about the circumstances surrounding the death of H.E. Mr. 
Chandra Bose. I have no doubts about the authenticity of the factual 
explanations offered by individuals directly related to the temple. The 
possibility of conducting a DNA test was not discussed at that time. 

In October, Messrs. Rajasekhar and Armstrong visited the temple. They 
said they would open the casket for investigation as directed by Mr. 
Mukherji. I opened it as I thought I should cooperate with them. 
They took pictures of the scene. I requested them to give me a proof 
showing that I did not open the casket by myself but only when I was so 
asked. Both officers, Messrs Rajasekhar and Armstrong put in the 
casket a piece of paper on which they wrote about it. After that I heard 
that pictures taken at that time had appeared in a local newspaper in 
India. I was astonished and shocked. 

Colonel H. Raman, Mrs. Sahay, Mr. Iyer and officials of the concerned 
Japanese authorities concerned brought the remains with the request 
we kept them. (Please refer to an attached copy of a paper about the 
details of the handover of the remains in 1945) At that time, after the 
defeat in the war, Japan was under occupation of the US and the UK. In 
the midst of severity of circumstances surrounding the Japanese 
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society, my father agreed to safeguard the remains under his care in the 
conviction that there is no border for remains. He was requested by 
official of the Indian Representative Office to remain silent concerning 
this matter for some time. Therefore I believe without doubt that these 
are the remains of H.E. Mr. Chandra Bose. At that time, the then 
Indian Representative Office and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
Japan had requested my father to keep the remains and give 
considerable care to them because they were the remains of a very 
important person of India. Therefore, my father always had given 
conscientious care to the remains of the Indian dignitary in a bid to 
avoid any accident. Someone told my father to give up the remains. I 
heard that my father took the remains in his bed during that night. He 
made such arrangements more than once. 

When Mr. A. Seth was the Ambassador, I was told that a DNA test could 
be conducted and I had agonized over it so much. When he was still alive, 
my father used to say that the remains must be returned to India. I 
decided to extend my cooperation in the hope that if I agree to conduct 
the DNA test, it would pave the way for the return of the remains to 
India, as my father wished for it. In a meeting with the Ambassador, 
H.E. Mr. Tripathi, last year, I told him that I consent to the proposal. 

Needless to say, I hope that the remains must be treated with respect 
and dignity when a research is conducted. I think we should offer 
prayers showing due respect when the remains are pulled out for the 
DNA test. 

As to giving explanations to the followers of the Renkoji Temple, that 
task maybe left to me. As for the Chandra Bose Academy, however, I 
am in no position to answer for them. 

When I met H.E. Mr. Tripathi at the Embassy on April 9, 2004, he asked 
me whether I had any request to make of him. I requested him to make 
some arrangement to allow me to bury some of the remains here. After 
considering further on the matter, I wish to make a new request. I 
hope that the names of my father and myself would be engraved below a 
statue of H.E. Mr. Chandra Bose in India as we have been entrusted for 
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safeguarding the remains for a period of 60 years. If I were allowed to 
bury some of the remains, I shall continue to pray for the repose of souls 
of Mr. Bose. 

This is my response to Secretary Srinivas.

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Regarding the remains of Mr. Netaji Subas Chandra Bose

Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple

Rev. Kakigawa, a priest with a special duty of the Horinouchi Myohoji 
temple, visited the Renkoji temple at 8 o’clock in the morning of 18 
September 1945. He came for a secret consultation about the funeral for 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose, the Supreme Commander of the Indian 
National Army who was killed in an air crash at the airport in Taipei on 
August 18 of the same year. Rev. Kakigawa said that Rev. Nisho Hori, 
the chief priest of the Myohoji temple, was requested to perform the 
funeral but that he declined the offer because he felt not upto it due to 
his old age; other temples had also refused to accede to the request, 
citing various reasons! and he was told by others that the Chief Priest of 
the Renkoji temple could accommodate the request. Upon hearing the 
request, I agreed to it promptly as I believed there was no border for 
souls and it is a vocation for a Buddhist priest to pray for the repose of 
souls of the dead. Consequently, about 100 people gathered at 8 o’clock 
in the evening of September 18. Among those who were present were-' 
Mr. M. Rama Murthy, an Indian who lived in Tokyo, Mrs. Sahay, Mr. 
Iyer, Mr. Kimura, 50 or 60 bodyguards of Mr. Bose, a Japanese man in 
plain clothes who appeared to be an officer attached to the General Staff, 
Indians and Japanese. I receive the remains from the officer attached to 
the General Staff and Mr. Murthy, placed them at the center of the 
Buddhist altar, and held the ceremony with 6 other Buddhist priests. 
After the end of the ceremony, Mr. Murthy requested me to keep the 
remains. I did not create any document acknowledging the acceptance to 
safeguard the remains because I thought it was a temporary 
arrangement. As things turned out, I continued to keep the remains 
secretly. Since then, several Indians used to make secret visits to the 
temple to pray for the repose of Mr. Bose’s soul every month on 18th, the 
day when he passed away. However, it had become clear that the 
Indians residing in Japan who belonged to the Indian National Army 
would be repatriated to India on November 19 as war criminals 
prosecuted by the UK. I heard that they had taken important posts of 
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the Indian Army following round the clock discussions at the court 
martial. Taking into consideration the circumstances surrounding the 
Japanese society at that time and Japan’s relations with the occupation 
force, it is natural that the Indians concerned were extremely cautious 
about the safeguard of the remains. I made up my mind to risk my life 
for the task of keeping the remains because it was not easy to safeguard 
such remains for a long time. Few people visited the temple after the 
Indians concerned left Japan for their country. Based on my religious 
belief, I have been devoting myself to the safeguard of the remains and 
to offer Buddhist services for the repose of the soul of Mr. Bose in a bid to 
meet expectations of the Indians concerned who told me, at the time of 
their departure for home, that they had absolute confidence in me. 

Around the time when the San Francisco Peace Conference was held in 
1950, some newspapers had begun reporting stories about Mr. Bose. 
Accompanied by the Director of the Protocol Division, the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. Chetor, of the Representative Office of India in 
Japan, visited the temple on May 21, 1950. Mr. Iyer, then the Bombay 
Information attache, came in May and June of the same year for 
investigation. He returned home after completing his fact finding 
mission. On May 28 th of the same year, Mr. Tamura, the Director of 
Protocol Division of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and Mr. Toravelu, 
the First Secretary of Indian Embassy, came suddenly for extending an 
invitation to me and took me to a dinner hosted by CDA Chetor of India. 
However, Mr. Chetor was not able to attend the dinner due to an official 
engagement. Mr. Tamura said “You have done a good deed for Japan. 
However, your deed could have serious effects on the relations between 
Japan and India. It depends on your future deeds.” First Secretary 
Toravelu showed highest respect and deep appreciation to me for my 
dedication for the safeguard of the remains of Mr. Bose at the risk of my 
life. 

Prior to Mr. Iyer’s return to home in July of the same year, Ambassador 
Chetor visited the temple again. Shortly after that, Mr. Rawal was 
posted to Japan as the Ambassador and visited the temple thrice. In 
each time of the visits, he expressed his gratitude to me and asked me to 
continue looking after the remains. At the end of February 1953 at the 
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invitation of the Indian Embassy I visited the Embassy for a meeting 
with Ambassador Rawal. On that occasion, I expressed my view and 
offered detailed explanation of the development of the case about the 
remains of Mr Bose from the beginning as was required under the 
Indian embassy’s documents. The Embassy made a record of all the 
discussions at the meeting. On that occasion, the Ambassador said “I 
head that some are trying to make use of the remains of Mr. Bose for the 
benefit of their own, which disturbs me. It stands to reason that you 
hold Buddhist services for the repose of his soul. Under the policy, we 
turn down all proposals from anyone who is trying to make use of the 
matter for his own profit. I would like to advise you not to get involved 
in any dirty conspiracy from outside.” 

As there were various complicated problems around the issue about 
keeping the remains, I asked him how I should deal with the remains of 
Mr. Bose. Then, on January 12, 1954, on behalf of the Indian 
Ambassador, a person visited to me secretly. He showed me a reply 
letter from PM Nehru and read the words by himself. He told me that 
in the names of the President of India and PM Nehru, they expressed 
the highest gratitude to me for my effort to hold the funeral for Mr. Bose 
and keep his remains. As for a matter of handling the remains, I was 
told and asked to say prayers for the repose of Mr. Bose’s soul and keep 
the remains for the time being as they could entrust it to nobody in 
Japan for safeguarding except me, attaching faith in my sincerity. I 
was asked to tell nothing about the matter to newspaper reporters and 
others. The above mentioned letter contained a word as to material 
assistance to me. I had not requested for any assistance. As I only felt 
the necessity of setting up a shrine which is appropriate for placing the 
remains of Mr. Bose in it, I told him so. Then, the person acting as 
Ambassador’s proxy promised me to convey it to PM Nehru. 

On August 18, 1955, First Secretary Dau of the Indian Embassy visited 
the temple. After placing a flower wreath from the Ambassador, we held 
a Buddhist memorial service in commemoration of the 10 th anniversary 
of the death of Mr. Chandra Bose. Mr. Bose had passed away on 
August 18. On September 18 of the same year, a memorial service 
sponsored by myself and all the supporters of my temple was held to 
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commemorate the 10 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose. About 200 
people attended the service including the Foreign Minister (Aoi 
Shigemitsu), the Indo-Japan Association, the Asian Association and 
ex-Japanese military men, together with journalists and citizens. It was 
a successful service. The Indian Government sent a telegram saying, 
“On the occasion of the 10 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose, we 
wish to pray for the repose of his soul and think about his greatness. 
We wish to express a profound gratitude to Rev. Mochizuki, the Chief 
Priest of the Renkoji Temple, for his favor.” 

On May 30, 1956 at the Indian Embassy, I had a meeting with Messrs 
Nawazukan (Railway Councilor) Suresh 1 Bose (elder blood brother of 
Chandra Bose) and Maitra Nawazukan 2 (Commissioner) of a delegation 
led by Mr. Nawazukan, which was dispatched by the Indian government 
to investigate the cause of the death of Chandra Bose. Consequently, 
the above mentioned three voiced their conviction that that remains 
kept at the Renkoji Temple must be the remains of Mr. Bose. I 
accompanied them to the Renkoji Temple immediately. They saw the 
remains. Upon seeing the remains, Mr. Suresh Bose, an elder blood 
brother, was not able to stand there. He just broke down and cried. 
He held my hands and expressed his gratitude to me many times. 

On June 4 of the same year, a reception sponsored by the Ministry 
Foreign Affairs was held for the delegation at the Industrial Club of 
Japan in Marunouchi. On that occasion, a film depicting a brave figure 
of Mr. Bose before his death was shown. It was kept by the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and given to the delegation. At the reception, Mr. Suresh 
Bose shook hands with me five times again. In each time, he held my 
shoulders. Tears of gratitude were streaming down his face. 

On October 12 of the same year, a paper about a “matter with regard to 
a report by an investigation committee on the cause of the death of 
Chandra Bose” came. It was addressed to me from the Director, the 4 th 
Division, the Asian Bureau, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. According to 
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the paper, on September 11 at Indian Parliament, PM Nehru delivered a 
speech on the report by the mission investigating into the cause of the 
death of Mr. Chandra Bose! acknowledged that the remains kept at 
the Renkoji Temple are those of Mr. Chandra Bose; and recognized the 
necessity for erection of a monument in his memory at an appropriate 
place by bringing back the remains to India in the future. He said, “I 
(PM Nehru) express my deep gratitude to the chief priest of the Renkoji 
Temple, who has been dedicated to safeguarding the remains with great 
respect for a long period of time. 

I heard that the Indian Government did not immediately fulfill a plan to 
return the remains to the country because, Mr Suresh 3 Bose, an elder 
brother of Mr Chandra Bose, after the return of the delegation refused 
to acknowledge the death of Mr Bose due to influence of his close 
relations. And, especially as 80 million people in the Bengal State still 
believe blindly that Mr. Bose is alive, the Indian Government is reported 
to take into consideration its impact on the matter. 

In accordance with Buddhist rite, the 13 th anniversary of the death of Mr. 
Bose was to be observed. As such, on June 25 I visited the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and the Indian Embassy for making a three-point 
proposal in writing. I wish to hold a memorial service to commemorate 
the 13 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose on coming August 18, the 
date of his death. I hope that PM Nehru will visit the Renkoji Temple 
to pay his respect at the remains when he visits Japan. I asked about 
the Indian government’s intention of dealing with the remains. I had 
advanced the same suggestions in writing to PM Nehru. The Indian 
Government and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs replied quite positively 
and sincerely, promising to provide a variety of assistance to me. The 
Indian Embassy and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs have given me 
concrete instruction as to the matter of sending invitation cards. The 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs informed me that PM Nehru will visit the 
temple as a part of an official program during his visit to Japan in this 
autumn. The Director of the Information Bureau of the Indian 
Embassy has given us a part of a report compiled by the Indian 
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Government (with 6 to 7 photographs of the Renkoji Temple and myself) 
based on the report by the Indian Government’s investigation mission. 

The Buddhist memorial service in commemoration of the 13 th 
anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose scheduled for this summer is an 
important function. I wish to hold it with solemnity with support and 
cooperation to be given by the authorities concerned and good wishers at 
a time when an official investigation by the Indian government was 
complete.

He told me that 
in the names of the President of India and PM Nehru, they expressed 
the highest gratitude to me for my effort to hold the funeral for Mr. Bose 
and keep his remains. As for a matter of handling the remains, I was 
told and asked to say prayers for the repose of Mr. Bose’s soul and keep 
the remains for the time being as they could entrust it to nobody in 
Japan for safeguarding except me, attaching faith in my sincerity. I 
was asked to tell nothing about the matter to newspaper reporters and 
others. The above mentioned letter contained a word as to material 
assistance to me. I had not requested for any assistance. As I only felt 
the necessity of setting up a shrine which is appropriate for placing the 
remains of Mr. Bose in it, I told him so. Then, the person acting as 
Ambassador’s proxy promised me to convey it to PM Nehru. 

On August 18, 1955, First Secretary Dau of the Indian Embassy visited 
the temple. After placing a flower wreath from the Ambassador, we held 
a Buddhist memorial service in commemoration of the 10 th anniversary 
of the death of Mr. Chandra Bose. Mr. Bose had passed away on 
August 18. On September 18 of the same year, a memorial service 
sponsored by myself and all the supporters of my temple was held to 
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commemorate the 10 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose. About 200 
people attended the service including the Foreign Minister (Aoi 
Shigemitsu), the Indo-Japan Association, the Asian Association and 
ex-Japanese military men, together with journalists and citizens. It was 
a successful service. The Indian Government sent a telegram saying, 
“On the occasion of the 10 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose, we 
wish to pray for the repose of his soul and think about his greatness. 
We wish to express a profound gratitude to Rev. Mochizuki, the Chief 
Priest of the Renkoji Temple, for his favor.” 

On May 30, 1956 at the Indian Embassy, I had a meeting with Messrs 
Nawazukan (Railway Councilor) Suresh 1 Bose (elder blood brother of 
Chandra Bose) and Maitra Nawazukan 2 (Commissioner) of a delegation 
led by Mr. Nawazukan, which was dispatched by the Indian government 
to investigate the cause of the death of Chandra Bose. Consequently, 
the above mentioned three voiced their conviction that that remains 
kept at the Renkoji Temple must be the remains of Mr. Bose. I 
accompanied them to the Renkoji Temple immediately. They saw the 
remains. Upon seeing the remains, Mr. Suresh Bose, an elder blood 
brother, was not able to stand there. He just broke down and cried. 
He held my hands and expressed his gratitude to me many times. 

On June 4 of the same year, a reception sponsored by the Ministry 
Foreign Affairs was held for the delegation at the Industrial Club of 
Japan in Marunouchi. On that occasion, a film depicting a brave figure 
of Mr. Bose before his death was shown. It was kept by the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and given to the delegation. At the reception, Mr. Suresh 
Bose shook hands with me five times again. In each time, he held my 
shoulders. Tears of gratitude were streaming down his face. 

On October 12 of the same year, a paper about a “matter with regard to 
a report by an investigation committee on the cause of the death of 
Chandra Bose” came. It was addressed to me from the Director, the 4 th 
Division, the Asian Bureau, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. According to 
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the paper, on September 11 at Indian Parliament, PM Nehru delivered a 
speech on the report by the mission investigating into the cause of the 
death of Mr. Chandra Bose,' acknowledged that the remains kept at 
the Renkoji Temple are those of Mr. Chandra Bose; and recognized the 
necessity for erection of a monument in his memory at an appropriate 
place by bringing back the remains to India in the future. He said, “I 
(PM Nehru) express my deep gratitude to the chief priest of the Renkoji 
Temple, who has been dedicated to safeguarding the remains with great 
respect for a long period of time. 

I heard that the Indian Government did not immediately fulfill a plan to. 
return the remains to the country because, Mr Suresh 3 Bose, an elder 
brother of Mr Chandra Bose, after the return of the delegation refused 
to acknowledge the death of Mr Bose due to influence of his close 
relations. And, especially as 80 million people in the Bengal State still 
believe blindly that Mr. Bose is alive, the Indian Government is reported 
to take into consideration its impact on the matter. 

In accordance with Buddhist rite, the 13 th anniversary of the death of Mr. 
Bose was to be observed. As such, on June 25 I visited the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and the Indian Embassy for making a three-point 
proposal in writing. I wish to hold a memorial service to commemorate 
the 13 th anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose on coming August 18, the 
date of his death. I hope that PM Nehru will visit the Renkoji Temple 
to pay his respect at the remains when he visits Japan. I asked about 
the Indian government’s intention of dealing with the remains. I had 
advanced the same suggestions in writing to PM Nehru. The Indian 
Government and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs replied quite positively 
and sincerely, promising to provide a variety of assistance to me. The 
Indian Embassy and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs have given me 
concrete instruction as to the matter of sending invitation cards. The 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs informed me that PM Nehru will visit the 
temple as a part of an official program during his visit to Japan in this 
autumn. The Director of the Information Bureau of the Indian 
Embassy has given us a part of a report compiled by the Indian 
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Government (with 6 to 7 photographs of the Renkoji Temple and myself) 
based on the report by the Indian Government’s investigation mission. 

The Buddhist memorial service in commemoration of the 13 th 
anniversary of the death of Mr. Bose scheduled for this summer is an 
important function. I wish to hold it with solemnity with support and 
cooperation to be given by the authorities concerned and good wishers at 
a time when an official investigation by the Indian government was 
complete.

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Mukherjee panel submits report

New Delhi, November 8, 2005 

An official panel investigating the mysterious disappearance of legendary freedom 
fighter Subhash Chandra Bose in the mid-1940s submitted its report to the 
government on Tuesday. 

The commission of inquiry headed by retired Supreme Court judge MK Mukherjee had 
been asked by the government to uncover whether Bose, the leader of the Indian 
National Army (INA), died in any other manner than an air crash, as is commonly 
believed, and at any other place than Taiwan, and if so, when and how. 

"I cannot talk of my report. It has taken six long years to arrive at this finding and it 
has been an enriching experience," Mukherjee said from Kolkata. 

Mukherjee also said his visit to Russia earlier this year - to probe reports about Bose 
being captured by authorities in the erstwhile Soviet Union - had been worthwhile. 

While Mukherjee refused to talk about his findings, a source in the panel said it had 
unearthed "no direct evidence" to suggest the revolutionary leader, popularly known 
as Netaji, died in a plane crash in Formosa (as Taiwan was known then) August 18, 
1945. 

If the Mukherjee panel does say that, it would be contrary to the findings of two 
earlier official committees - the Shah Nawaz Khan Commission of 1956 and the GD 
Khosla Commission of 1974 - that concluded that Bose did die in that airplane crash. 

An intense debate has been raging for many years about the circumstances leading to 
Bose's reported death and theories about his reported disappearance. Some believe 
Bose was alive at least till 1946, a full year after his suspected "death". 

Others have claimed that a holy man called Gumnaami Baba in Faizabad was none 
other than Bose in disguise and they saw him as late as 1997. 

The Mukherjee Commission's report was submitted to the Home ministry by the 
secretary of the panel.

I am directed to refer to your D.O. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol..XTV dated April 25, 2005 
received by this Commission on May 2, 2005 on the above subject and to state certain facts 
before replying to your letter under reference. 

On June 16, 2004 the Commission received from the Director (CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, New Delhi his letter No.25/4/NGO-XI dated May 3 1 , 
2004 in which the Commission was informed that the Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple had 
given his clearance for the DNA test on the mortal remains lying in his custody subject to the 


condition that in the event of those remains being confirmed, on such test, to be those of Netaji, 
he would be willing to hand over to India the casket containing the ashes after keeping a portion 
of the remains in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. If in consideration of the aforesaid offer of the 
Head Priest, the Commission , it was further stated in that letter, decided to conduct the DNA test, 
a formal request would have to be made to the Head Priest, and Ministry of External Affairs 
would be happy to discuss the further steps to be taken in pursuance of such decision of the 
Commission. In reply, the Commission addressed its D.O. letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-03/83/(III)/86 


dated June 17, 2004 to the Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs confirming its decision 


to conduct the DNA test on the ashes, communicating its acceptance of the Head Priest’s offer 
in toto and requesting the Ministry to take further necessary action in the matter. While the 
Commission was awaiting the Ministry’s response in this regard, it (the Commission) received 
from the Centre for Cellular and Molecular Biology, Hyderabad their letter dated November 
3, 2004 containing an advice for collection of potentially less charred bone pieces from the ashes 
kept at the Renkoji Temple and transmission of the same to India for the purpose of 
ascertaining the feasibility of the proposed DNA test. A copy of that letter was forwarded by 
the Commission to the Director (CNV),Ministry of External Affairs along with its D.O. letter 
No.JMCI/EO/2002-2003/83/(III)/269 dated November 9, 2004 with a request to let the 
Commission know whether the Renkoji Temple authorities would accede to a request to allow a 
competent person to be deputed by the Commission to sort out the potentially less charred pieces 
of bones from the casket containing the ashes lying with the Renkoji Temple. The Commission 
forwarded a copy of that letter together with a copy of the enclosure thereof to the 
Director(S), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, New Delhi also for information 
and necessary action. Copies of those correspondence are enclosed for ready reference. 

The letter under reference which is, in fact, your reply to the Commission’s D.O. letter 
dated November 9, 2004 referred to above reveals, inter alia , that the Indian Mission in Japan 
having made in deference to the Commission’s request a formal proposal to the Head Priest of 
the Temple to allow a competent person to be deputed by the Commission for the purpose of 
selection of potentially less charred bone pieces from the mortal remains lying with the 
Temple, the Head Priest had sent a reply thereto , agreeing to the DNA testing of the remains. A 
copy of the Head Priest’s reply together with English translation thereof has also been made 
available to the Commission along with the letter under reference. The reply received from the 
Head Priest does not, however, answer much less approve the formal proposal forwarded to him 


at the instance of this Commission. 


In the circumstances stated above, I am further directed to request you kindly to persuade 
the Temple authorities to give their consent to selection of potentially less charred bones from 


the casket in terms of the fourth paragraph of the Commission’s D.O. letter dated No vember 9, 


2004 referred to above so as to facilitate the DNA testing without further loss of time.

meeting was held with the Director, CCMB, Dr Lalji Singh and the Scientist-in-charge of the 
Ancient DNA Facility, Dr K Thangaraj. 

The photographs oi tiic ashes supposed io be that of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose were 
Gainfully looked at. From the photographs, it appears that the bones are completely burnt 
leaving very little hope for the survival of DNA. However, on lire examination of plates 4 and 
0, it appears that theic may bo some portions of teeth and jaw bones relatively iess char red 
compm od to the other bones. Attempts could be made to bring those pieces of bones, which 
are relatively less charred to isolate DNA and to establish the identity of the deceased. 


the Ancient DNA Facility at CCMB, which has been set-up with (fie funding support of the 
LYpaitment of Biotechnology (DBT) and Council of Scientific and Industrial Research (CSIR) 
is fully functional. It is advisable that a scientist, specifically molecular biologist, could be 
requested (o sort out the potentially less charred pieces of bones from a place of its storage 
in Japan to bring it to India. These selected pieces could be scaled in a plastic bag and 
brought to India at room temperature. It is not required to store the pieces of bones in ice or 
dry ice container. We are retaining the photographs brought by Slid Sengupta for our 
rccoids.

2. JMCI has already been informed vide our letter no. 25/4/NGO-XI dated 31 
May 2004 that Reverend Mochizuki, the Head Priest of the Renkoji Temple in 

Tokyo, had conveyed to our Ambassador in Tokyo that even though he had 
reservations from the spiritual angle, he had no objection to a DNA test being 
conducted on the mortal remains in his custody. It was further conveyed that if the 
DNA test confirms the remains to be those of Netaji, he would be willing to hand over 
to India the casket containing the ashes, but he would also like to keep a portion of 
the remains in the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo. JMCI, when informed of this, had 
conveyed its ‘no objection’ to the Head Priest’s request. 

3. Thereafter, the Mission made a formal proposal to Reverend Mochizuki to 
allow a competent person from the Centre for Cellular & Molecular Biology 
(CCMB), Hyderabad to be deputed by the Justice Mukerjee Commission of Inquiry to 
select the pieces from the mortal remains. 

4. The response received from Reverend Mochizuki to this formal proposal is 
enclosed, alongwith an unofficial English translation. The Chief Priest has agreed to 
the DNA testing of the remains, but has requested for sufficient notice of the arrival 
of the expert/s from India. He has also requested for recognition of his father and for 
himself in case of positive confirmation of the DNA testing.

Please forgive me for answering to your letter too late. 

I wish to express my view as follows. *V 

On December 9, 2001, PM Vajpayee visited the Renkoji Temple to 
pay homage to remains of HE. Mr. Subas Chandra Bose, the 
leader of India’s independence movement. It was his second visit 
to the temple, following the one in his capacity as the Foreign 
Minister. After the Prime Minister’s visit, I heard that a test for 
remains could be conducted. 

A delegation led by Mr. Mukerji visited the Renkoji Temple on 
September 17, 2002. On that occasion, the persons concerned 
including myself and Messrs. Masao Hayashi and Shigemoto 
Okuda of the Chandra Bose Academy gathered. They offered 
thorough explanations about the death of HE. Mr. Chandra Bose. 
I have no doubts about the authenticity of the explanations of 
these relevant individuals. The possibility of conducting a DNA 
test was not discussed at all in the meeting. 

In October, Messrs. Rajasekhar and Armstrong visited the temple 
and told me to open a casket of remains by order of Mr. Mukerji. 
I agreed to open it. They took pictures of the scene. On my 
request to give a statement testifying that I did not take the 
liberty of opening the casket, they put a paper describing it in the 
casket. To my great surprise, the picture had appeared in the 
local newspaper in India. I was strongly shocked to hear of the 
news. 

Colonel H. Raman, Mrs. Sahay, Mr. Iyer and officials of the 
Japanese authorities concerned visited my father and requested 
him to keep remains. (Please read an attached paper in which 


details of the handover of remains to the Renkoji Temple are 
written.) As that time, Japan was under occupation of the US 
and the UK, In the midst of severity of the circumstances 
surrounding the Japanese society in the post war period, my 
father acted in the conviction that there is no border for remains 
and agreed to take the ashes under his care. He was told by the 
Indian representatives to withhold the facts from the public for 
some time. I believe without doubt that these are remains of HE. 
Mr. Chandra Bose. At that time, the Indian representatives and 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of Japan requested my father to 
keep remains and pay sufficient attention to them because they 
were remains of a very important person of India. Therefore, my 
father always had paid careful attention to remains of the Indian 
dignitary. Someone told my father to give remains. I heard 
that my father took the ashes in his bed in the evening. He made 
such arrangements more than once for security consideration. 

When Mr. A. Seth was the Ambassador, I was told that a DNAtest 
could be conducted and I was so much concerned about it. As my 
father used to say that remains must be returned India. I decided 
to accept the proposal for the DNA test in the hope that it would 
pave the way for the return of remains to India, as my father 
wished for. I n 2004 in a meeting with HE Mr. Tripathi I told him 
to accept, the^propo^al. 

Needles to say, remains must be treated with great respect and 
dignity when they are pulled out from the casket for the DNAtest. 
We must offer prayers for the repose of soul of HE. Mr. Chandra 
Bose when they open the casket. 

Followers of the Renkoji Temple agreed to leave the matter in my 
hand. As for the Chandra Bose Academy, I am not in a position 
to refer to opinions of its members. 

When I met HE Mr. Tripathi on April 9, 2004, His Excellency 
kindly asked me whether I had any request to make of him. I

expressed my hope that some remains be kept at the Renkoji 
temple. May I make one more request. I shall be grateful, if 
the Indian authorities make an arrangement for us, who have 
been keeping remains in the past 60 years, to curb the names of 
my father and myself in a plat in pedestal on which a statue of 
HE Mr. Chandra Bose is placed in India. If I were allowed to keep 
some remains, I shall offer prayers for the repose of soul of HE. 
Mr. Bose Chandra Bose.

Drawing your attention io the third para of your above^quoted letter dated May, 2004, I am 
directed to request you to let the Commission know whether any formal request was made to the Head 
Priest of the temple and, if so, the result of that request. In my d o. letter No. 83(FQ)/86 dated 17* June, 
2004 I informed you that the Commission had no objection to the stipulation mentioned in the second 
sentence of the first para of your above-quoted letter dated 3 1 May, 2004. Till now no reply to my d o. 
letter dated 1 7* June, 2004 has been received. 


Meanwhile, the photographs of the alleged ashes, as received from the Indian Embassy in Japan, 
were shown to Dr Lalji Singh, Director, CCMB at Hyderabad. I am directed to send herewith a copy of 
his letter No: CCMB/LS dated November 3, 2004 addressed to the Hon’ble Chairman of the Commission 
in which he has expressed his opinion about the feasibility or otherwise of the DNA test of the alleged 
ashes. 



Inviting your notice to the third para of the letter of Dr Lalji Singh, 1 would request you to kindly 
intimate the Commission whether the Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple would accede to a request to 
allow a competent person to be deputed by the Commission ‘to sort out the potentially Ifss charred pieces 
of bones’ from the casket containing the alleged ashes for the purpose of ascertaining whether DNA may be 
extracted from such pieces of bones.

Justice Mukheijee Commission of Inquiry for inquiry into the 
alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose came to CCMB, Hyderabad on 2 nd 
November 2004 at 10:00 pm. He came to the laboratory on 3 rd November at 10:30 am and a 
meeting was held with the Director. CCMB, Dr Lalji Singh and the Scientist-in-charge of fhe 
Ancient QNA Facility, Dr K Thangaraj. 

The photographs of the ashes supposed to be that of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose were 
carefully looked at From the photographs, it appears that the bones are completely burnt 
leaving very little hope for the survival of DNA. However, on the examination of plates 4 and 
6, :t appears that there may be some portions of teeth and jaw bones relatively less charred 
compared to the other bones. Attempts could be made to bring those pieces of bones, which 
are relatively less charred to isolate DNA and to establish the identity of the deceased. 

The Anoent DNA Facility at CCMB, which has been set-up with the funding support of the 
Department of Biotechnology (DBT) and Council of Scientific and Industrial Research (CSIR) 
is fully functional. It is advisable that a scientist, specifically molecular biologist, could be 
requested to soil out the potentially less charred pieces of bones from a place of its storage 
in Japan to bring it to India These selected pieces could be sealed in a plastic bag and 
brought to India at room temperature It is not required to store the pieces of bones in ice or 
dry ice container. We are retaining the photographs brought by Shri Sengupta for our 
records
